Free”  Medicine — at  a Price

PUBLIC  medicine — "free"  medical 
care  supported  by  a tax  on  pay- 
rolls— hts  been  demanded  by  Presi- 
dent Truman,  appears  in  the  proposed 
new  budget,  and  la  supported  by  hu- 
manitarians who  reco^lze  that  many 
people  who  need  medical  care  are  un- 
able to  get  It  at  a price  they  can  af- 
ford. 

But  what  must  be  emphasised  is 
that  the  statement  of  a need  never 
Implies  the  remedy.  The  advocates 
of  public  medicine  have  failed  to  de- 
scribe the  problem  and  have  rushed 
to  that  universal  panacea;  "Let  the 
Government  do  it."  drawing  entirely 
false  analogies  between  the  Oovem- 
mehl's  capacity  for  success  in  one 
field  and  another. 

It  Is  argued;  "We  have  free  public 
education:  why  not  free  medicine?" 

But  the  problems  are  radically  dif- 
ferent. The  school  quesUon  can  be 
collectively  solved.  Medical  care.  If 
not  to  be  worthless,  is  a strictly  in- 
dividual problem,  as  diverse  as  there 
are  human  personaUUea 
In  education,  the  state  undertakes 
to  give  Instruction  to  persons  between 
certain  ages,  under  a flxed  curriculum 
of  subjects,  and  according  to  agreed- 
on  standards.  The  number  to  be 
Uught  U statistically  computable;  Uie 
amount  and  duration  of  the  effort  Is 
defined;  and  the  coet,  therefore,  can 
be  budgeted.  Education  is  admlnls- 


Atmost  no  human  being  over  a cer- 
tain age  Is  perfectly  well.  As  a result, 
the  experience  of  public  medicine  In 
every  single  country  wh«fe  It  ever  has 
been  adopted  is  that  doctors*  ofllcei 
and  clinics  are  thronged  wiUi  persons 
«'ho  are  as  well  as  ihelr  years  Justify, 
but  whose  demands  can  wreck  the 
treasury. 

No  system  of  socialised  medicine 
ever  has  been  able  to  devise  a budget 
The  British  system  exhausted  iu  an- 
nual funds  within  three  months.  None 
ever  has  been  supported  from  ear- 
marked funds.

It  Is  as  Impossible  to  compute  the  nec- 
essary number  of  doctors  as  of  pa- 
tients and  coniianily  mounting  de- 
mands force  a breakdown  of  medical 
standards,  beginning  with  training. 

Every  good  physician  must  undergo 
Individual  training.  He  cannot  learn 
to  tell  one  sort  of  heart  tremor  from 
another  by  listening  to  a classroom 
lecture.  He  must  take  a stethoscope  in 
his  own  hands,  listen  himself,  learn 
under  Individual  guidance.  There  is 
no  way  of  vastly  Increasing  the  num- 
ber of  competent  doctors  except  by 
turning  the  present  ones  to  teaching 
—doing,  meanwhile,  without  medical 
service.

The  amateur  experts  who  know 
Just  what  to  do  about  the  street 
gang  problem  fall  generally  Into  two 
groups:  those  who  call  for  rough 
treatment,  "to  teach  them  a lesson," 
and  those  who  fancy  the  need  Is  for 
more  recreational  facilities.  Both  may 
be  parUy  right,  but  application  of 
Iheir  theories  would  sUU  leave  ques- 
tions unanswered.  Corporal  punish- 
ment probably  would  give  some  youths 
who  had  been  caught  a new  concep- 
tion of  the  authority  of  law  and  ordkr. 
It  would  have  very  little  Effect  on 
those  who  managed  to  get  away  before 
they  were  caught.  More  dance  and 
more  skating  rinks  might  fiU  In  some 
eve  -gs,  but  what  about  the  young 
rufflam  who  attend  only  to  start  dis- 
turbances? 

The  matter  calls  for  much  more 
than  additional  recreational  faculties, 
we  believe.  We  find  It  hard  to  credit 
that  any  youth  or  girl  who  sincerely

distraction  with  U^elr  irresponsiblUly, 
no  matter  what  allowances  arc  made, 
or  inducements  to  better  work. 

What  to  do  with  young  people  who 
have  grown  to  the  verge  of  adulthood 
without  B tenie  of  Uie  meaning  and 
purpose  of  life,  is  no  simple  matter. 
It  involv*.,  a criticism  of  an  entire 
way  of  life  and  of  the  dominant  phll- 
oiophles  of  an  era.  Society  cannot 
wall  for  this  slow  process.  It  is  bound 
to  examine  Uje  situation  In  which  it 
is,  and  think  out  means  to  correct  the 
unforeseen  weaknesses  which  have 
developed.

What  Newfoundland  may  produce  os  a 
Canadian  province  Is  soqiethlng  only  the 
future  can  unfold.  There  Is  no  reason  to 
conjecture  at  this  Ume  how  much  mineral 
wealUi  will  bs  developed,  in  addition  to 
the  knoam  iron  deposits  which  have  al- 
ready been  exploited;  and  yet  opart  from 
any  conjecture  U is  known  that  Labrador 
alpne  will  prove  of  great  value  to  the 
Canadian  economy  through  Its  iron-ore 
wealth.  There  this  conUncnl*s  major  econ- 
omic problem  may  be  solved,  su  the  Iron 
deposits  now  being  explored  there  are 
apparently  enormous. 

The  existence  of  iron  oie  known  for 
more  than  50  yesua  in  a general  way.  the 
crucial  sttuatton  developing  over  shortages 
has  started  Intcuslvt  exploraUon  and  the 
making  of  plans  for  mining  ore  deposits, 
which  entail,  among  other  things,  the 


building  of  a railway  at  a cast  of  $100,000.- 
000  to  haul  it  to  Ude-water  FontaxUe 
maybe,  but  geologists  estimate  that  the 
Iron  reedy  to  be  quarried  in  a certain  area 
will  ofiiounl  to  billions  of  ions. 

lARLT  HISTORY 

As  students  of  history,  old  and  young, 
know,  Newfoundland  was  vlalted  by  John 
Cabot  In  1497.  five  years  after  Columbus 
reached  the  West  Indies.  Cabot  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  Portuguese  navigetor.  Caspar 
de  Cortereol  His  countrymen  were  the  first 
to  realise  the  value  of  the  fisheries  ad- 
jacent to  the  Island. 

SL  John's  Is  an  old-fashioned  city,  built 
on  oM-fashloned  Unoa  Us  streets  art 
narrow  and  cobble-stoned,  and  Its  bufld- 
ings  fashioned  after  those  of  seaports  In 
Britain  Except  Its  age.  the  old  city  has 
no  particular  historic  Interest,  the  only 
thing  I con  remember  that  the  town  folk 
pointed  out  os  worthy  of  historical  note 
was  a rock  In  the  narrow  port  of  the  har- 
bor entrance  colled  '‘Chain  Rock*  There 
was  sUIl  a big  rusty  Iron  ring  at  Us  lop. 
to  which  had  been  fastened  the  end  of  a 
chain  which  BrlUsh  tars  had  managed  to 
stretch  across  to  the  other  side  on  an 
occasion  when  the  city  was  threatened  by 
reprlsoU  from  French  worahlpc  Ap- 
parently. according  to  the  story,  the  chain 
served  Its  purpose  and  evldenUy  hod  no 
“weakest  link.-  for  the  invading  ships  ffld 
not  gel  Uirough.

To  circus-lovers  throughout  Amenta 
who  would  rather  miss  their  Christmas 
dinner  than  their  annual  visit  to  Rlng- 
Ung  and  Bamum  and  Baileys  when  U hits 
their  town.  Merle  Evans,  comet  In  hind, 
leading  the  elephants  In  their  Strauss 
waltfos.  or  playing  on  the  myriad  clowns 
with  a brajisy  "Happy  Days  Are  Here 
Again  ’ Is  a national  Agure.  More  children 
have  sung  to  his  band  than  to  perhaps 
any  other.  Hls  records  sell  in  their  thou- 
sands and  the  big  cheer  of  any  show  comes 
bla  way  when,  drawn  by  the  sis  cream 
ponies,  he  stands  with  feet  astride  on  the 
bandwagon  and  leads  the  parade  around 
the  arena. 

lliroughout  the  show  he  lakes  a back 
seat — at  least  as  far  as  the  public  is  aware. 
Good  circus  music,  he  will  have  jmu  know, 
must  be  unobtrusive  ("Just  like  movie 
muslr  only  better").  The  show  In  on# 
of  the  three  rings  is  "the  thing"  and 
Evans  and  hts  40  men  are  only  there 
to  heighten  the  glamour 
But  there  Is  much  mrrre  to  It  than  that 
and  Merle  Evans  after  M yean  has  eoms 
to  sr>mr  basic  mnrhudnns  about  hls  Job 
"We  are  there  to  make  the  show 
brighter."  he  says,  but  playing  In  a cirrus 
iMnd  is  not  lust  a question  of  following 


the  music  on  the  stand  in  front  of  you 
You've  got  to  adapt  yourself." 

TIMING  IN  Mr.SIC 
It  U public  belief,  for  instance.  Utai 
aiiimah  are  trained  to  dance  In  time  with 
the  music  Evans  will  tell  you  this  Is  not 
to  Animals  are  trained  to  go  through  cer- 
tain tricks  which,  when  a band  accom- 
panies them,  looks  like  a rhythmic  dance 
U U the  band's  job  to  watch  and  suit  the 
time  to  the  animal. 

Tigen  and  lions  are  sometimes  slow  in 
doing  their  tricks.  The  sheet  music  on  the 
stand  may  call  for  a straight  march  and 
s roll  of  drums  when  the  trick  Is  finished. 
Sometimes  the  cats  don’t  do  what  they 
have  to  for  five  minutes.  'Then  I’ve  got 
to  keep  the  boys  going  on  such  tunes  as 
Gel  a Move  On.'  'Laiy  Bones,'  ’Sleepy  Gal' 
to  preaerve  the  IlluiUon." 

"Cover  Up"  music,  according  to  Merle 
Evans.  Is  the  most  Important  thing  In  all 
circus  music  He  "covera  up"  mistakes  and 
accidents 

"We  have  a rule  when  anything  goes 
wrong  and  that  is—  keep  on  blowing."  he 
explains 

THINGS  GO  WRONG 
When  something  goes  wrong,  on  the  high 
trapese  and  looks  as  If  somebody  U hurt. 
Evans  switches  to  a bright*  loud  march  to 
distract  attention.  He  has  seen  close 
friends  crippled  In  front  of  hls  eyes  and 
has  shown  .no  sign  except  to  signal  with 
hls  comet  that  hii  band  are  to  play 
louder  and  faster. 

He  will  never  forget  as  long  as  he  lives 
that  afternoon  m Hartford.  Connecticut, 
when  half  way  through  the  performance 
he  took  hU  eyes  off  the  lions  below  to  see 
tongues  of  flame  crackling  along  the  roof 
of  the  big  lop 

Without  turning,  according  to  observers, 
he  signalled  with  hU  hand  for  a “switch." 
shouted  "BLars  and  Stripes"  'known  In- 
cidentally In  the  circus  world  as  "disaster 
music"  and  always  used  In  America  for 
clearing  the  tent)  and  pointed  toward  the 
main  exit  The  performers  In  the  ring  knew 
IntnlUvely  that  something  was  wrong. 
Quietly,  they  wheeled  out  thq  big  cage# 
The  elephant-trainer  ordered  "Ulls"  be- 
fore bis  charges  had  a chance  to  trumpet 
and.  hooked  together,  he  marched  them 
out  Into  an  open  Acid 
In  the  audience  that  bonifying  after- 
noon were  300  wounded  soldiers  from  s 
neighboring  hospital  many  of  thfm  In 
wheef-chalrs  Attendants  and  Red  Cross 
workers  led  them  out  "Stars  and  Stripes" 
repeated  ten  times  and  as  the  tent 
emptied  the  flames  «*ere  lickinr  the  Mr'**, 
stand  and  working  down  one  oi  the  m.ijn 
poles 

Through  the  smoke  Evans  u%  that  the 


tent  was  now  empty.  "Give  em  another 
half  a chorus  boya"  he  said,  and  blew 
hard  on  hls  cornet. 

The  flames  were  climbing  the  sidewalls 
now  . . . 

"Right."  yelled  Bvaiu.  'Jump  for  It" 

Three  minutes  later,  the  big  pole  crashed 
lo  the  ground. 

Evana  likes  lo  talk  about  hia  days  back 
with  the  smaller  "tenting  shows"  when  he 
not  only  played  In  the  band,  but  also  took 
tickets,  helped  to  ng  the  tent,  and  some- 
times served  as  .nooge  for  the  magician 
Since  he  ran  away  from  home,  as  all  good 
circus  men  do.  at  the  age  of  IS.  he  has 
done  everything  in  the  circus  business, 
but  likes  playing  the  comet  best  of  all.

The  dealers  show  the  Intense  Interest  tn 
their  work  that  one  might  expect  when  a 
hubby  has  been  converted  to  a vocation. 
Although  they  never  lose  sight  of  the 
dollars-and-cenls  side  of  their  business, 
most  of  them  got  started  In  it  merely 
because  they  liked  It. 

In  many  ways  they  are  a unique  lot* 
among  buslneavmen.

Most  of  the  antiques  on  sale  now  come 
frum  England,  either  directly  or  via  East- 
ern Canada  or  the  United  States  Next  tn 
popularity  are  pieces  from  France  and 
other  European  countries.  Dealers  explain 
they  handle  few  Oriental  antiques  because 
"the  market  is  much  better  for  European 
pieces  ■■ 

More  antiques  from  Northern  Europe 
aiU  be  available  late  this  year  when  two 
Danes  open  their  shop  here  B R Flblger. 
who  operated  one  of  the  main  shops  in 
Copenhagen,  and  T.  Juelsberg  came  to 
Victoria  after  considering  the  poaslbiliUei 
of  the  antique  buslneas  in  cities  ail  over 
this  continent.

TRADED  WITH  INDIANS 
Andrew  Aaronson  little  dreamed  ttiai 
antique-hungry  tourists  would  one  day 
boost  the  trade  Into  a prosperous  and  far- 
reaching  business  when.  72  years  ago.  he 
first  bartered  with  the  Indiaiui  in  the 
vicinity  and  sold  the  blankets  and  totem 
poles  In  hls  shop  at  the  corner  of  John.<ion 
and  Broad  Streets  He  confined  himself 
to  Indian  goods— "curios."  as  they  arc 
called  npw  —for  many  years 
Then,  around  the  turn  of  the  century, 
he  started  dealing  lo  antique  jewelry.  So 
did  a few  other  curio  dealers 
By  the  Ume  the  Great  War  came  along 
the  antique  business  was  well  started,  and 
after  the  war  It  gained  tremendous  mo- 
mentum as  dealers  began  to  realise  how 
Important  U could  be  to  the  growing  tour- 
ist trade. 

Mrs  George  Murdoch  set  up  shop  on  Uir 
corner  of  Pandora  Avenue  and  Blanshard 
Street,  and  John  Bartholemew  started  hls 
business  near  the  comer  of  Cook  and  Fort 
Streets  The  heirs  married  and  Bartholo- 
mew-Murdoch  carries  on  across  the  street 
from  the  old  Bartholomew  location. 

DEA.V  OF  DEALERS 
Dean  of  the  dealers  active  today  is  H 
Currie,  a big  white-haired  man  who  will 
be  80  years  old  in  the  Spring.  Last  month 
he  flew  bac^  from  a buying  trip  In  Britain, 
and  he  still  enjoys  taking  the  visitor 
through  hls  shop. 

Mr  Currie  likes  to  think  back  to  the 
persons  who  used  the  furniture,  ^ver- 
ware  and  glassware  when  It  was  new.  He 


imagines  the  leadet  ihoughU  belmul 
making  of  the  intricately-engraved  be- 
trothal cup.  with  a thrc*r-(>enny  bit  duti-d 
1856  enclosed  In  the  glass  stem  A**  he 
handles  the  punch  ladles,  with  long 
twisted  whalebone  handies,  he  think»  ol 
the  parties  when  the  lotd  of  Ihe  niHiior 
and  hls  guests  dipped  the  ludlcs  mU)  iheir 
bowls  of  potent  punch 

Like  other  dealers,  he  * wulche*  the 
dwindling  backlog  of  suppilr.«  with  an 
anxious  eye  Austerity  conditions  in  Eng- 
land have  produced  eomplicalloiu  that 
make  buying  less  es^y  from  the  old  re- 
liable English  sources 

Most  of  Victoria's  deaieis  pick  up  the 
occasional  old  chair  or  sliver  set  at  an 
auction  of  goods  In  old  homes  in  Victoria, 
or  on  the  Mainland  The^-  purchases, 
however,  are  not  enough  lo  offset  the 
decrease  in  English  goods  Those  dealers 
with  enough  supplies  lo  last  for  some  lime 
are  not  worrying,  but  others  are  getting 
additional  erea.'ies  in  their  brows 

They  feel  happier  when  they  start  lo 
think  about  the  coming  of  Spring  and 
Summer  and  the  tourist  trade.  Victorians 
-both  those  with  old  homes  and  those 
with  small  homes  who  want  decorations 
that  are  different  - buy  enough  through 
the  Winter  to  make  it  worth  while  keeping 
(he  ahops  open 

Bui  the  business,  as  a whole,  goes  as  the 
tourist  trade  goes  Visitor*  have  learned 
that  they  can  get  the  antiques  they  want 
in  Victoria.  TbU  Summer,  as  In  past 
Summers.  Victoria's  antique  dealers  will 
ship  their  wares  to  all  the  slates  In  the 
United  States  and  all  the  provinces  in 
Canada. 


Robert  Bums  and  Edinburgh 


PUBLICATION  of  the  Kilmarnock 
KdlUon  of  hls  poems  by  Scotland's 
national  poet.  Bums,  changed  the 
whole  current  of  hls  life  A perfect  copy 
of  this  edition  commands  today  a high 
figure,  although  It  only  netted  the  author 
about  C30.  Its  circulation,  however,  created 
a stir  throughout  the  length  and  breadth 
of  Scotland 

On  the  advice  of  hls  friend,  Dr  Black- 
lock.  Burns  was  persuaded  to  abandon 
the  Idea  of  proceeding  to  Jamaica,  al- 
though hls  berth  had  actually  been  taken, 
and  hls  trunk  was  on  the  way  to  Greenock 
He  had  composed  "The  Gloomy  Night  Is 
Gathering  Fast.”  which  was  to  be  the  last 
effort  of  hls  muse  In  Scotland  But  he 
was  Induced  (fortunately  for  Scottish 
song,  and  perhaps  for  the  world  In  gen- 
eral > to  go  Instead  to  Edinburgh,  and 
arrange  for  s eecond  and  enlarged  edition 
of  hls  poems 

I«  Edinburgh,  which  hs  reached  In  No- 
vember. 1788,  Bums  felt,  as  he  tells  ua 
"tn  a new  world  " He  had  posted  hls  way 
thither,  without  a single  friend  In  town, 
and  without  a single  letter  of  Introduction 
In  hls  pocket  But  hts  fame  had  already 
reached  the  capital,  and  he  was  received 
with  open  arms  by  all  classes  He  took  up 
hls  quarters  with  a young  man  from 
Mauchllne,  John  Richmond,  s law  student, 
m*ho  lodged  In  Baxter's  Close.  Lawnmarket.

LllUc  difficulty  was  experienced  In  ar- 
ranging for  a aecond  and  more  compre- 
hensive edition  of  hls  pnems  Although

Artliur  s Seat  and  the  Braid  Hills  had  a 
special  charm  for  him.  and  when  vlsltmg 
for  the  first  Ume.  the  unmarked  burial 
place  of  the  young  Scottish  poet.  Robert 
Fergusson.  In  the  Canongate  churrh^rd. 
he  knelt  down  and  kissed  the  green  turf 
above  hls  grave 

Bums  speedily  became  acquainted  with 
men  of  note  In  law,  theology,  literature 
and  politics,  and  hls  recepUon  was  flatter- 
ing In  the  extreme.  The  sudden  change 
from  the  quiet  of  the  countryside  to  the 
glare  and  gaiety  of  the  metropolis  might 
well  have  turned  hls  head,  but  It  U re- 
corded that  "he  comported*  himself  with 
modesty  and  dignity,  that  among  those 
who  were  the  most  learned  of  Iheir  Ume. 
he  expressed  himself  with  perfect  Armness 
but  without  the  least  Intrusive  forward- 
ness, and  that  when  he  delivered  an 
opinion,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  express  It 
decisively  yet  with  modesty 

Among  hls  more  tnUmste  friends  In 
Edinburgh,  were  Professor  Dugald  Blewarl. 
Dr  Hugh  Bialr,  Dr.  Adam  Ferguson.  Lord 
Olencalm.  Lord  Egllnton,  the  fascinating 
witty  Jean.  Duchess  of  Gordon,  and  John 
Gray,  dty  clerk  How  curiously  U would 
have  struck  those  people  (all  notables  of 
their  Ume)  could  they  have  realised  that 
a hundred  years  and  more  afterwards, 
their  names  were  to  be  familiar  to  their 
countrymen,  not  from  any  virtue  in  them- 
selves. bat  with  the  excepUon  of  one  w 
two,  solely  because  of  Iheir  associatloo 
with  Robert  Bum*

It  Is  worth  recalling  that  It  was  at  the 
residence  of  Professor  Ferguson,  that 
Bums  met  for  the  Aral  and  only  ume  one 
who  wa*  detttned  lo  share  with  him  for 


all  time,  a warm  place  tn  ScoUand's  al- 
fectlon  Sir  Waiter  Scott  was  but  a youth 
of  15  when  Bums  came  to  Edinburgh 

In  wriUng  to  his  son-in-law.  Lockliarl. 
ol  hls  recollections  of  Bum*  at  this  meet- 
ing, Sir  Waller  said.  "There  was  a strong 
expression  of  sense  and  shrewdness  In 
all  his  lineaments,  the  eye  alone,  I think. 
Indicated  the  poetic  character  and  tem- 
perament. It  was  Urge  and  of  a dark  cast, 
and  glowed  when  he  spoke,  with  feeling 
and  Interest  ” 

The  furceas  of  the  first  Edinburgh  edi- 
Uon  was  Instant  and  phenomenal  Bums 
was  now  tn  funds!  From  Edinburgh,  he 
visited  the  border  country,  the  Western 
and  Noi|them  Highlands,  but  outside  of 
the  time  occupied  In  these  joumeylngs, 
he  was  s eonUnuous  resident  of  the 
capital  unUl  March,  1788 

Any  account  of  Bums'  conneclidn  with 
Edinburgh  would  be  Incomplete  without 
a reference  to  the  "Clarinda"  episode,  for 
had  she  (Mrs.  Maclehosei  and  Bylvander 
(Burns!  never  met.  our  storehouse  of 
Scottish  love  lyrics  would  have  been  poorer 
by  three  or  four  of  the  finest  ever  penned 
Am<mg  these  are  "Ae  Fond  Kiss"  and  "My 
NanrUe’s  Awa,"  the  latter  full  of  tender- 
ness and  love-lorn  feeling 
• • • • 

With  the  settlement  with  hls  publisher 
corKloded  lf1  the  early  pari  of  1788.  the 
Edinburgh  period  of  the  poet’s  life  prac- 
tically came  to  s t%om  Notwithstanding 
the  many  demand^  on  hu  Ume  during  hls 
stay  tn  Modem  Athens,  he  (Ad  not  alto- 
gether neglect  the  muse  Shortly  after  hls 
smvrnl.  he  contributed  to  Ihe  Caledonian 
Mercury  hts  "Addre**  lo  s Haggis ' and 
s little  later,  he  sent  lo  hts  Avr  friend.

Where  a house  has  been  built 
for  sals  by  a builder,  you  can  make  a down 
paymani  and  assume  the  mortgage  which 
the  builder  obtained  to  finance  construc- 
tion The  terms  would  be  similar  to  those 
under  which  you  would  engage  a contrac- 
tor to  build  a house  for  you.

Strawberry  Plant  Inspection 
Arranged  by  Department

Anyone  in  the  coasUl  districts  who 
has  strawberry  plants  for  sale  and 
desiring  Inspection  should  apply  to 
the  Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Parliament  Buildings,  Victoria,  or  O.  B.  W 
Clarke,  supervliing  horticulturist,  Abbots- 
ford. not  later  than  February  14,  iMd 
Many  strawberry  plantations  become  un- 
profitable primarily  on  account  of  a bad 
root-rot  disease  called  red-stele.  The  chief 
means  of  eontroiUng  U In  noa-lnfected 
land  Is  by  planting  cerllAed  sirmwbcrr>' 
nursery  stock.  The  aim  of  this  service  U 
to  inspect  the  plantations  of  growers  and 
nurserymen  who  desire  to  sell  healthy 
plants  In  order  to  assure  an  adequate 
supply  of  certified  stock.  The  grower  or 
nurseryman  whoec  {rianie  pass  inepecUon 
are  luucd  with  certification  tags  which 
are  valid  only  until  June  1 of  the  same 
year  For  certification,  the  runners  have 
to  be  grown  on  what  are  called  ‘'maiden” 
plants,  that  Is.  plants  set  out  in  the  Spring 
art  allowed  to  produce  runners  that 
•easOTi 

INFECTED  PATCHES 
The  certified  plants  arc  very  valuable 
for  use  on  non-Infected  land  They  are 
of  little  use,  however,  on  Infected  land 
which  has  become  contaminated  either  by 
previously  growing  Infected  strawberry 
plants  or  from  drainage  water  fr^  an 
Infected  patch.  In  one  of  the  older  straw- 
berry dUtriets  In  IMS.  inftcUd  planu 
wars  found  In  over  80  per  cent  of  the 
patches  examined.  The  red -stele  disease 
has  so  much  potenUallty  for  harm  and  is 
so  difficult  to  cope  with,  when  once  Intro- 
duced. that  It  Is  impossible  to  place  too 
much  emphasis  on  the  Importance  of  pre- 
venting Its  InlrodiicUon  into  a non-in- 
fested  part  of  the  farm,  a farm  or  a region 
After  the  red-itsle  Is  ones  established  in 
s ritld,  there  Is  no  means  of  effecUng  a 
cure. 

For  Infested  land  the  greatest  hope  for 
control  Is  In  the  ftndlng  or  development 
of  a suUable  resistant  variety.  Consider- 
able progress  has  been  made  in  the  de- 
velopment of  new  resistant  varietlas  in 
England,  Bcotland,  and  in  the  United

|ROORE68  was  made  during  IMfi  with 
three  new  breede  of  chickens  being 
evolved  at  the  Poultry  Division.  Ex- 
perimental Farms  Service,  Dominion  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  a large  white 
breed,  a broad-breasted  white  breed,  and 
a small  white,  plump  breed. 

The  large  while  breed  is  being  bred  lo 
gomblne  In  one  bird  the  greatest  number 
of  desirable  characterisUcs  from  several 
different  breeds.  High  market  quality, 
with  leu  emphasis  on  egg  production,  is 
the  main  aim  behind  development  of  the 
broad -breasted  while  breed.  The  third 
bird  Is  being  bred  as  a small,  plump  breed 
with  the  minimum  body  site  required  to 
produce  large  numbers  of  standard  else 
eggs,  so  that  maximum  production  may  be 
obtained  on  the  smallest  possible  outlay 
of  feed. 

Eoah  of  the  three  breeda  showed  in- 
creaeed  egg  production  during  the  year, 
that  of  the  large  while  breed  approaching 
the  performance  figures  (or  standard 
Barred  Rocks.  Uniformity  of  type  is  also 
more  evident  In  the  pullets  raised  during 
1M8,  but  further  selection  work  for  uni- 
formity of  type  and  inarcased  egg  produc- 
tion must  be  done.  The  Klentlsts  alao  aim 
lo  get  a white  rather  than  a brown  or 
tinted  egg  In  all  three  breeds 

A eonslderable  amount  of  crosaing  ha6 
been  carried  on,  using  the  broad-breasted 
white  breed.  Not  only  does  It  have  excel- 
lent breast  conformation  Itself,  but  when 


crossed  with  standard  breeds  It  seems  to 
Improve  the  breast  conformation  of  thoM 
breeds. 

Oalns  were  made  m egg  sise  and  uni- 
formity of  type  for  the  small  while  breed 
The  greatest  difficulty  encountered  was  a 
somewhat  higher  mortality  flgure  for  (he 
ehlcka  but  more  careful  attention  to  man- 
agement factors  promises  to  improve  this 
situation 

Northern  Ireland 
Buys  Flax  Seed 

In  accordance  with  an  agreement  con- 
cluded about  one  year  ago  between  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  for  the  Oovem- 
ment  of  Northern  Ireland  and  the  Special 
Produote  Board.  Dominion  Department  of 
Agriculture,  acting  on  behalf  of  Canadian 
producers.  5.000  bushels  of  certified  fibre 
flax  seed  of  the  varieties  Ural  Prince  and 
Stormont  Gossamer  are  now  en  route 
through  the  port  of  Saint  John.  N B , to 
Belfast.  This  shipment  represents  the 
third  consecutive  postwar  year  that  de- 
llvtrlea  of  fibre  flax  seed  have  gone  for- 
ward from  Canada  to  Northern  Ireland, 
and  continuation  of  shipments  may  be 
expected  in  the  future,  as  negotiations 
are  now  well  under  way  concerning  a 
favorable  arrangement  covering  the  crop 
year  1049-50.

Among  these  lower  values  are  a great 
many  BriUxh  Colonies  which  for  some 
reason  have  the  colors  of  two  or  three 
Individual  stsunps  changed  to  suit  ths 
demands  of  the  Postal  Union  or  for  some 
other  cause.  This  has  been  particularly 
the  case  with  a great  many  of  the  Empire 
Issues  of  King  George  VI.  and  some  of 
them  show  such  an  increase  as  to  class 
them  almoet  as  minor  rarities.  Haphasard 
acquirement  of  these  has  often  led  to  a 
lucky  investment,  especially  If  they  happen 
to  have  been  obtained  in  larger  quantity 
than  the  actual  need  of  the  collector  for 
a single  one  or  a block  of  four  for  his  col- 
lection. 

One  speeuialor  known  In  British  Colum- 
bia. Invested  a very  large  sum  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  four-cent  Graham  Bell  stamp, 
Issued  on  March  3.  1M7.  He  bought  theee 
In  entire  sheeta  from  the  agency  at  Ottawa 
and  has  Just  cashed  In  on  his  investment, 
stlliAg  them  la  New  York  end  realising 
slK  cenU  a stamp  on  hla  four-cent  Invsst- 
meat  or  a profit  of  50  per  eenl.

From  infMvnaUon  received  by  the  writer, 
the  decision  to  cease  the  servicing  of  these 
covers  wes  stopped  by  the  department.

11)#  miwi  obvious  above-ground  symp- 
toms of  plants  affected  by  red-stels  arc 
early  Spring  stunting  or  dwarfing  and  the 
wilting  or  dying  of  ihe  old  leaves.  Ths 
Spring  leaves  on  badly  infected  plants  are 
small  and  are  usually  slightly  bluish  In 
color.  The  stunting  is  more  accentuated 
In  the  lower  levels  of  the  ffsld  where  the 
soli  rSmalns  saturated  or  flooded  several 
hours  after  heavy  rains.  Badly  affected 
plants  may  produce  little  or  no  fruit  and 
many  may  die.  These  above  ground  symp- 
toms are  the  result  of  damage  done  to  the 
roots. 

The  fine  fibrous  roots  are  destroyed  first 
and  only  the  coarser  rat-tali-llke  ones  are 
left  Prom  the  small  roots  the , fungus 
slowly  advenees  Into  the  larger  ones  In- 
vading mainly  the  central  cylinder  or  stele, 
killing  that  portion  and  causing  u to  turn 
dark  red.  The  outer  part  or  bark  of  the 
large  Infected  roots  continues  for  awhile 
to  appear  white,  but  later  thU  part  dies, 
too,  and  turns  jlark,  beginning  at  the  tips 
or  lower  ends  of  the  root.  The  dark,  red 
color  of  the  central  part  of  the  affected 
roots  is  not  known  Ao  bs  associated  with 
any  other  strawberry  disease. 


Used  Fertilizers 
Century  Ago 

Ths  use  of  barnyard  manure  Is  as  oid  as 
agriculture  ussif  Its  value  was  known  bo 
the  Romans,  and  a tenth  century  textbook 
indicates  ihat  the  Arabs,  too.  were  ac- 
quainted with  Its  properties  and  with  the 
value  of  soil  composts.  Old  textbooks  also 
give  much  Information  about  such  sub* 
stances  as  waste  wool,  bones,  wood  ashes 
and  fish  refuse  for  fertlUxatloci. 

Early  In  the  19th  century,  chemists  and 
boiamsu  began  studying  the  phenomena 
of  plant  growth,  and  by  1844  bad  shown 
that  ail  the  substances  used  for  manure 
fail  Into  groups  containing  one  or  more  of 
the  elements,  nitrogen,  phosphorus,  potas- 
sium, organic  matlsr  and  Urns. 

The  first  thres  of  thess  could  be  made 
from  materials  not  previously  drawn  upon 
by  farmers,  and  could  be  manufactuiwd 
Into  products  easy  to  transport  and  handle 
on  the  farm.  ‘They  became  known  as  artl- 
flelal  fertilisers,  or  as  more  commonly 
known  today — commercial  fertilisers. 

The  study  of  both  plant  growth  and  soil 
ftrtiasation  has  msde  great  strides  since 
those  first  fundamental  studies  in  1800. 
But  when  In  1843  J B.  Lawes.  of  Rotham- 
iltd,  England,  established  the  first  fertt- 
User  factory  and  demonstrated  their  value, 
he  set  the  stage  for  improved  agricultural 
production  In  Europe,  partieularlj  In  Eng- 
land. Prance  and  Germany,  which  played 
Its  part  in  providmg  foodstuffs  for  the 
rapidly  increasing  population.  Since  that 
time  ths  use  of  commercial  fertilisers  has 
sslended  to  almoet  all  parts  of  the  world.

With  this  equipment,  none  of  which  Is 
expensive,  any  amateur  gardener  ought  to 
be  able  to  sow  seeds  of  flowers  or  vege- 
tables in  an  Indoor  box,  and  bring  the 
seedling  plants  up  to  transplanting  slxe 
without  disaster. 


Most  Important  uf  these  devices  is  prob- 
ably wick  walering,  which  u as  simple  as 
an  oil  lamp.  A wick,  preferably  of  fibre 
glaM,  IS  passed  through  a hole  centred  In 
Ihe  bottom  o(  the  bt^x.  The  top  of  the  wick 
Is  Imbedded  In  the  soli,  the  bottom  drops 
into  a pan  bektw  the  box.  and  as  king  as 
(here  it  water  In  the  pan.  ths  soU  will  be 
kepi  motet  With  a large  enough  pan  yo® 
can  leave  the  box  Inr  days  without  atten- 
tion. 

Sphagnum  moss  will  not  allow  plant 
fungi  bo  develop.  By  spreading  a layer  of 
moes  on  top  of  the  aolL  sowing  the  seeds 
in  It.  and  covering  lightly  with  more  moea, 
germlnaUon  wUl  be  quick,  and  loas  by  dis- 
ease nil.  But  the  mnas  will  not  take  up 
water  from  below,  and  If  wiek-waterini 
is  u.<ted.  It  must  be  watered  from  above 
until  the  aeedllnfs  grow  roots  which  reach 
the  soil. 

Artificial  lighting  la  not  neceasary.  where 
a south  window  unshaded  by  outside  trees 
or  building.  Is  available.  But  where  It  Is 
not,  If  a fluoreacenl  lamp  la  hung  over  the 
boK  and  kept  lighted  all  night,  the  plants 
will  get  enough  light.  It  will  not  be  needed 
unlll  they  sprout.  Mazda  lights  may  be 
used,  but  they  should  be  hung  higher,  so 
that  the  night  temperature  of  the  box 
does  not  rise  above  M degrees.

out the  year  for  some 
garden  purpose 

The  pattern  now 
used  Is  much  the 
same  as  has  been  fol- 
lowed since  glass  first 
became  available,  and 
eerves  for  both  cold 
frame  and  hotbed 
The  standard  slse  Is 
3x6  feet,  made  to  fit 
ihe  standard  sash, 
which  was  scarce  dur- 
ing the  war.  but  Is  again  obtainable  You 
4 can  build  your  frame  to  fit  any  sash  you 
have  on  hand,  however,  and  instead  of 
glass  many  prefer  one  of  the  plastic  sub- 
stitutes which  are  much  lighter  and  un- 
breakable-important advantages  in  windy 
locations 

Wood  Is  by  far  the  best  material  for  a 
frame,  because  of  its  Insulating  value. 

Anyone  who  can  use  a saw  and  hammer 
can  build  a frame  from  the  accompanying 
working  drawing  Boards  at  least  one 
Inch,  and  preferably  two  inches  Utlck 
should  be  used,  of  a type  that  resists 
dampneu.  such  as  eyprees,  red  wood  or 
while  pine. 

When  It  Is  practical  to  assemble  the 
frame  outdoors,  dig  a hole  In  the  ground 
slightly  larger  than  the  slae  of  the  frame 
It  should  be  at  least  a loot  deep  Into  this

Keeping  the  Home  Fresh 


NO  home  has  yet  been  built  that  ean 
maintain  its  original  freshness 
without  a definite  plan  of  periodic 
touching-up  and  conditioning  You'll  be 
more  than  astonished  to  find  how  many 
small  things  meet  your  eye  when  you  set 
about  looking  for  (hem  . . . small  items 
that  quickly  develop  into  expensive  pro- 
portions U neglected  Its  the  greatest 
wisdom  to  lake  heed  of  that  much  pub- 
licised “5tlieh-ln-tlme"  proverb  where 
your  house  is  concerned. 

AU  floors,  walls,  celling,  stairs,  window 
illU  and  doors  should  be  given  the  once 
over  every  month  or  two  In  fact,  not  only 
the  room's  foundation  but  everything  In 
the  room  should  be  sized  up  with  the  must 
minute  attention  for  algns  of  wear,  breaks, 
or  even  lost  fragments  which  may  be  re- 
placed or  substlluted. 

CHECK  SILL8.  'THRESHCLD 
You  may  have  noticed  that  window  sills 
often  become  worn  before  the  rest  of  the 
room  shows  wear  and  tear  and  may  need 
retouching  occasionally.  This  happens 
partleularly  above  radiators  . . or  in  a 

commercial  section  where  outside  grime 
sirts  In.  Thresholds,  too.  seem  to  catch 
the  brunt  of  wear  quicker  than  other  paru 
of  the  floor,  and  kUehea  or  cupboard 
shelves  art  liable  to  spots  or  marred  places 
before  the  reel  cH  the  woodwork  la  passe. 

Any  odds  and  ends  of  paint  left  over 
from  original  decoration  of  walls,  floor  or 
furniture  should  be  saved  for  “touchlng- 
up”  purposea  And  don't  forget  to  label 
them  so  you  won't  have  to  pry  open  aev- 
erai  of  the  cans  In  your  basemeAt  corner 
or  workshop  before  you  strike  the  right 
one. 

Perhaps,  due  lo  some  fault  your  steam 
radiators  are  peeling  off  their  coating.  If 
this  Is  the  case,  all  of  the  loose  paint 
should  be  removed  with  wire  brushes  so 
(hat  the  surface  Is  absolutely  clean  Then 
the  uncoatsd  areas  should  be  gone  over 
with  a coat  of  some  approved  metal  primer 
before  thq,  radiator  Is  repainted  the  color 
desired. 

PAINT  BUREAU  DRAWFRK 
The  Interiors  of  jrour  bureau  drawers 
wUi  look  twice  as  splc  and  span  If  coated 
with  paint.  A coating  of  blue  la  said  lo 
prevent  linens  from  yellowing,  incident- 
ally. And  while  we're  about  It.  let's  sand- 
paper and  apply  wax  This  will  prevent 
any  roughness  of  the  wood  from  snagging 
delicate  fabrics  You  have  no  Idea  how 
much  difference  it  will  make  with  the  In- 
teriors of  drawers  in  your  kitchen  furnl-

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ture  if  paint  coaled  Sticky  spots  or  spilled 
krease  may.  be  readily  removed  with  a 
damp  cloth  before  ihey  become  absorbed 
by  the  mood.  The  same  rule  applies  to 
kitchen  shelves  as  well. 

Careful  attention  should  be  paid  to  win- 
dows Sometimes  you'll  find  panes  have 
cracked  without  apparent  reason.  This 
may  be  due  to  lack  nf  putty.  Snmetimei 
heavy  rainfalls  cause  the  wood  to  swell 
from  the  absorption  of  eacess  moisture 
and  the  resultant  preaiure  cracks  the  glass. 
To  guard  against  this  as  far  as  possible, 
keep  your  window  frames  well  painted  to 
exclude  moisture.  See  that  the  inner  edgea 
are  thoroughly  covered  . . . even  when 
they  are  not  exposed  lo  view, 

WORD  ABOUT  GLAZING 
Don't  neglect  looeenlng  putty  around 
the  glass  . . , and  never  use  anything  but 
the  very  best  grade  of  putty.  Cheap  putty 
Is  likely  to  fall  out  soon  after  drying  or 
else  to  shrink  away  from  the  glass  and 
wood.  Such  crevices  welcome  moisture 
into  the  house  to  cause  serious  defects  at 
times  Good  putty  Is  made  from  linseed 
oU.  whlflng  and  white  lead  . . . poor  putty 
from  marble  dust,  some  drying  oil  and 
mineral  oil. 

That  the  old-time  method  of  setting 
window  panel  was  a superior  method  is 
evidenced  by  many  old  housee.  To  begin 
with,  the  entire  sash  was  first  primed  with 
paint  This  prevented  the  porous  wood 
from  abeorblng  the  oil  from  the  putty 
which  would  encourage  Its  drying  out  and 
dropping  away.  Next,  the  groove*  were 
filled  mrtth  excellent  quality  putty  Into 
which  the  pane  of  glass  'was  set  and  se- 
cured with  glasiag  points.  More  putty  was 
applied  to  prohibit  the  entrance  of  mois- 
ture between  sash  and  glxM,  and  last  of 
all.  the  entire  saah  . . . Including  the 
band  of  putty  . was  paint-coated.  It's 
advisable.  Incidentally,  to  run  a slrtp  of 
priming  coak  about  a quarter  of  an  Inch 
along  the  gHss  at  the  same  time  you're 
priming  the  Iksh  This  gives  the  putty  a 
better  purchase  than  it  can  obUIn  on 
smooth  glass. 

LINOLEl’.W  FLOORS 
The  rest  of  your  room  will  not  look  ship- 
shape if  your  floors  are  not  also  rejuve- 
nated Linoleum  and  linoleum  rugs  quit# 
often  become  tom  or  broken  at  the  edges. 
Such  breaks  are  not  only  dangerous  heel- 
catchers.  but  unless  a crack  Is  Immediately 
sealed  It  will  soon  become  irreparably 
arnffed.  Furthermore,  any  water  that 
may  And  Its  way  into  It  will  rot  the  under 
surfaoe  of  the  linoleum.  A satisfactory 
method  of  repair  la  to  melt  some  sealing 
wax  of  a color  to  match  the  llnoteum.  Run 
this  carefully  into  the  break  and  smooth  it 
flat  before  it  coots.  If  a fragment  of  lino- 
leum u broken  away,  cut  a pleee  of  cloth 
larger  than  the  break,  cover  it  with  glue 
and  0ip  H underneath  Insert  the  frag- 
ment in  place  and  weight  it  down  until 
the  glue  driee 

HARDWOOD  FLOOR! 

If  your  hardwood  floors  are  beginning 
to  show  paths  where  the  finish  is  worn 
away,  it  may  be  you  can  patch  them  up 
without  completely  refinishlng.  This  de- 
pends oo  the  original  eoaung  if  u was 
shellac,  you  can  simply  clean  the  area, 
touch  up  the  worn  epou  with  more  shellae 
and  then  rewax  the  entire  surface.  • . 

With  a varnished  floor,  however,  youll 
get  the  beet  resulle  by  cleaning  and  touch- 
ing op  rhe  worn  areas  with  varnish  and 
then  recoatlng  the  whole  surfaoe.  Floor 
varnishes  dry  so  quickly  nowadays  that 
It's  not  fuch  an  upeetUng  matter  to  under- 
take  (he  refinishlng  of  a floor  as  tt  used 
to  be.  Anyway,  if  you'll  ooJy  apply  a tbor- 
ougb  coaUng  of  wax  two  or  thm  Umes  a 
year  you'U  save  youmlf  a kH  of  further 
trouble  Of  courei,  you  can  rewax  Uw 
apote  subjected  to  heaviest  wear  as  oftea 
as  they  became  dulled.

Royal  dropped  anchor  In  EsqulmaJt  Har- 
bor and  young  Mr.  and  Mrs  Richardson 
came  ashore  to  atari  their  new  life  and 
to  be  greeted  by  old  friends,  chief  of 
whom  was  Dr  Helmcken,  who  by  this 
time  had  a family.  Mr  Richardson  owned 
farm  property  at  Esquimau,  but  before  he 
retired  he  wanted  some  years  In  the  busi- 
ness life  of  the  city  and  so  he  built  the 
Victoria  Hotel 

In  1864  Mr  Richardson  must  have  leased 
his  hotel  and  went  to  live  on  hls  farm.  A 
Colonist  advertisement  that  year  aaid: 

“Dan  McBride.  Victoria  Hotel,  brick  build- 
ing. Government  and  Rae  Streets,  good 
board  and  lodgings  and  clean  beds  at  18 
per  week;  board.  $5  week  Be.st  liquors  of 
all  kinds  and  billiard  table  In  the  saloon 
Furnished  rooms  at  mfxJern  rates." 

However,  by  the  middle  70's.  Mr.  Rich- 
ardson was  bark  at  the  hotel  he  loved  ao 
well,  so  prominent  and  cocy  that  hia 
friends  could  drop  In.  especially  Dr.  Helm- 
cken who  would  often  pause  for  a chat 
with  his  old  shipmate 

GREAT  EXCITEMENT 

In  September  of  1878  there  was  great  ex- 
citement In  the  town  and  the  Victoria  was 
nearly  blown  up  and  the  occurrence  shooF 
this  place  and  everyone  talked  of  It  for 
days. 

The  Colonist  reported:  “At  about  half 
past  10  o'clock  last  night  the  loud  report 
of  an  explosion  In  the  neighborhood  of ' 

Government  and  Courtney  Streets  was 
heard,  accompanied  by  the  crashing  sound 
of  breaking  glass  and  on  hastening  to  the 
locality  mentioned  it  was  found  that  a 
violent  explosion  of  gas  had  taken  place 
at  Victoria  Hotel.  It  appears  that  Mr. 

George  Richardson,  proprietor  of  the  By  Midsummer  of  1904  the  old  Windsor 
hotel,  had  retired  with  members  of  hls  found  Itself  In  legal  argument.  The 
family  to  the  upper  story  of  the  building, 
but  noticing  a strong  smell  of  gas  he  came 
downstairs  to  discover  whence  It  origin- 
ated 

"Imprudently,  Mr.  Richardson  carried 
a lighted  candle  in  hls  hand  and  almost 
Immediately  he  entered  the  front  sitting 
room  a large  volume  of  gas  which  filled 
the'  room  exploded  witta  great  vlcrienee. 

It  blew  down  a four-inch  brick  partition 
separating  the  front  room  from  the  back 
sluing  room,  tore  the  plaster  from  the 
walls,  wrenched  several  doors  and  other- 
wise damaged  the  building  and  furniture. 

Mr  Richardson,  who  Is  one  of  our  leading 
eltlxens.  a true  pioneer,  almost  mir- 
aculously escaped  with  a severe  singeing, 
hls  hair  being  burned  close  to  his  scalp 
and  one  of  hls  hands  suffered  somewhat. 

The  flrebells  rang  an  alarm,  but  the  serv- 
ices of  the  department  were  not  required.” 

ROOMS  WRECKED 

Next  day  The  Colonist  had  farther  de- 
tails. for  the  whole  town.  It  seemed,  had 
to  visit  the  hotel  and  talk  to  Mr.  Richard- 
son. offering  sympathy  on  the  damage  and 
congratulations  that  nothing  serious  had 
happened  to  anyone  The  paper  reported 
"The  scene  of  the  explosion  Friday  was 
visited  by  many  persona  yesterday.  The 


AUTHORITIES  on  local  history  have 
never  been  able  to  agree  as  to  which 
was  the  first  brick  hotel  In  Victoria 
—the  Windsor,  originally  the  Victoria,  or 
the  Royal,  later  the  Occidental 
Both  made  quite  a stir  In  the  town  when 
they  were  being  built  bi  the  late  50‘s 
Before  that  time  most  of  the  hotels  In 
Victoria  were  flimsy  wooden  structures 
Often  there  were  fires  and  guests  had  to 
flee  In  the  middle  of  the  night.  With 
brick  hotels  It  seemed  Victoria  was  a real 
city  at  last. 

In  1904  a letlers-to-the-edlior  contfo- 
versy  raged  In  The  Colonist  about  which 
was  the  first-.  Historian  Edgar  Fawcett 
wrote:  "This  Is  my  solution  of  the  first 
brick  building  put  up  In  Victoria  From 
what  I can  remember  of  what  was  told 
to  me  when  seeking  Information  on  this 
and  other  subjects  connected  with  early 
life  In  Victoria  I was  told  that  Mr.  Rich- 
ardson commenced  the  Victoria  Hotel  first, 
using  brick  made  by.  George  Ball,  but  that 
the  supply  ran  out  and  work  was  sus- 
pended for  a time  then  started  afresh, 
the  builder  using  wood  temporarily  until 
a supply  of  brick  could  be  had. 

BRICKS  FROM  ABROAD 
"In  the  meantime  Wilcox's  Royal  Hotel., 
which  was  building  on  Wharf  and  Johnson 
Streets  also  had  to  stop  from  the  same 
cause,  but  instead  of  waiting  (or  the  local 
aupply,  he  sent.  I believe,  to  San  Francisco 
for  s cargo  and  finished  the  building  first 
of  all.  But  then  again  the  Victoria  Hotel 
people,  despairing  of  bricks,  finished  tem- 
porarily by  using  wood  and  thus  were  able 
to  cater  to  the  public  wants  sometime 
before  the  Royal  Hotel  people." 

Next  day  F.  Mallandalne  wrote  to  The 
Colonist  editor;  "Allow  me  to  throw  some 
light  on  this  question  of  the  first  brick 
hotel  building.  When  I arrived  in  Vic- 
toria the  Wlnd.sor.  then  known  as  the 
Victoria  Hotel,  was  the  only  brick  building 
In  existence.  The  bricks  were  from  Porter 
Bros,  brlrk  fields  and  are  of  unusual  slse. 
Borne  months  afterwards  the  then  Royal 
Hotel  (afterwards  the  Occidental  Hotel  > 
was  started  I saw  the  foundation  dug.  It 
was  built  by  Mr.  James  Wilcox  for  $66,000. 

1 think  from  plans  brought  from  San 
Francisco." 

Historian  Bruce  McKelvle  has  accepted 
the  original  part  of  the  Windsor,  at  the 
northeast  comer  of  Government  and 
Bniughton  Streets  as  the  first  biick  hotel. 
Writing  In  The  Vancouver  Province  Aug- 
ust SI.  1940,  he  said:  "The  construction  of 
a biick  hotel  outside  the  enclosure  of  the 
fort  waa  regarded  as  a sure  Indication  that 
the  community  had  been  marked  for 
permanency  It  was  the  boast  of  the  resi- 
dents who  were  Just  as  proud  of  It  then 
as  Victorians  are  of  the  Empress  Hotel 
today." 

When  Victoria  marked  Its  lOOth  birth- 
day, B C.  Historical  Association  accepted 
the  Windsor  as  the  first  and.  with  ap- 
propriate ceremony,  nailed  a plaque  to  its 
outside  walls.  Hoodlums,  however,  on  s 
night  out  not  long  after,  ripped  tfie  plaque 
off  the  arall.  Indeed,  most  of  the  plaques 
Installed  on  historic  spots  that  year  have 
disappeared  and  Victorians  and  visitors 
are  the  losers.  Nothing  Is  quite  ao  fascin- 
ating as  reading  historic-site  msrkers. 
ORIGINAL  VICTORIA 
George  Richardson,  the  builder  of  the 
original  Victoria  Hotel  w’as  a real  pioneer. 
He  came  here  in  1850  in  the  famous  sailing 
vessel  Norman  Moiison.  The  ship's  surgeon 
was  Dr.  J.  8 Helmcken,  later  to  become 
•on-in-law  of  Blr  James  Douglas,  and  for 
many  years  Speaker  of  the  LeglslaturA. 
Richardson  and  Helmcken  were  close 
friends  and  It  was  Helmcken  who  per- 
suaded Richardson  to  settle  tn  the  new 
colony,  then  Just  one  year  old.  And  so  U 
was  that  for  nearly  70  years  these  two 
were  cronies.  Both  lived  to  ripe  old  sges: 
they  wefe  neighbor*  In  old  James  Bsy 
and  In  the  sunset  of  their  lives  they  often 
visited  each  other,  talking  of  the  Norman

parlor  and  dining-room  are  mere  wrecks. 
The  brick  partitions  are  prostrate,  part  of 
the  stairs  Is  gone;  the  windows  are  shat- 
tered, the  window  blinds,  curtains  and 
wallpaper  burned  off.  In  the  upper  part  of 
the  hotel  two  windows  were  blown  oul.  by 
the  rush  of  the  Ignited  gas.  which,  after 
prostrating  the  partitions,  seems  to  have 
forced  lU  way  up  the  stairway. 

“The  family  on  the  upper  flat,  alarmed 
by  the  shock  and  the  sight  of  the  burning 
gas  as  It  ascended  the  stairs  rushed 
•creaming  to  the  balcony,  whence  they 
were  assisted  to  the  sidewalk  by  several 
citizens  who  chanced  to  be  standing  near. 
The  children  of  Mr.  Burt,  who  were  In  the 
second  story  of  their  father’s  house, 
reached  the  sidewalk  by  the  same  means. 
Mr  Dan  Deasy  fell  and  fractured  one 
of  hls  elbows.  The  damage  will  reach  sev- 
eral hundred  dollars.  A street  lamp  at  the 
comer  of  Fort  and  Government  Streets 


Colonist  of  July  14  that  year  reporting' 
“In  the  Supreme  Court— before  Mr.  Justice 
Irving,  the  action  of  Messrs.  Bagshawe  and 
Clarke  for  commission  at  the  rate  of  5 per 
cent  on  the  sale  of  the  Windsor  Hotel 
property  to  Mr  Steve  Jones  was  dismissed. 

"The  evidence  of  the  plaintiffs  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  owner  of  the  property. 
Mr.  Prout,  had  offered  to  pay  commission 
at  the  above  rate  to  them  If  they  secured 
a purchaser  for  the  property  at  $35,000. 
Mr.  Clarke  deposed  that  he  had  brought 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  Mr.  Jones 
on  two  occasions,  on  one  of  which  Mr.

was  wrenched  from,  its  post  by  the  force  Jones  and  the  price  was  132,000.  In  hls 


evidence.  Mr.  Jones  denied  that  Mr 
Clarke  had  spoken  to  him  a second  time 
on  the  subject  and  also  that  Mr.  Bagshawe 
had  mentioned  the  matter  to  him.  Both 
plaintiffs  had  M^oken  to  him  on  the  oc- 
casion mentioned,  but  not  on  the  subject 
of  the  proposed  sale  of  the  Windsor 
property.  It  was  true  that  Mr.  Clarke  had 
mentioned  the  deal  on  the  first  occasion, 
but  it  hsd  not  dwelt  In  hls  mind.  In  view 
of  the  confllcllng  testimony  and  the  fact 
that  the  property  had  not  been  sold  at 
the  figure  for  which  the  commission  had 
been  offered.  HU  Lordship  dismissed  the 
case  with  costs." 

Mr.  Richardson,  os  he  grew  older,  paid 
closer  attention  to  hls  many  affairs— 
agriculture  and  mining.  In  June  of  1922.

when  he  was  96  years,  three  months  and 
three  days,  he  died.  The  Colonist  said  of 
him:  "There  are  few.  If  any  pioneers 
living  on  Vancouver  Island  who  first  saw 
this  part  of  the  North  American  continent 
as  long  ago  as  1850.  yet  thU  was  the 
privilege  of  Mr.  George  Richardson.  The 
late  Mr.  Richardson  was  eatentlally  a 
pioneer— In-the  early  days  he  devoted  hls 


energies  to  development  projects  and  was 
one  of  those  who  assisted  In  maElng 
Victoria.  Needless  to  say.  he  was  the  re- 
pository of  many  Interesting  reminiscences 
bearing  upon  the  early  days.  He  was  well 
liked  and  as  hls  age  would  Indicate  led 
a healthy  life  Hr  c%me  of  a hardy  strain, 
of  the  chsj’acter  which  makes  the  romance 
of  pioneering."

3J00  feet  across,  approximately  100  feet 
deep  from  the  level  of  the  desert  sur- 
rounding It,  and  between  150  and  200  feet 
deep  from  the  top  of  Its  rim. 

PLANE  MAKE5  FIND

NATIVES  UNAWARE 

The  mystery  of  the  agt  of  the  crater 
Is  deepened  by  the  fact  that  it  does  not 
seem  to  figure  in  the  legends  of  the  Aos- 
traltan  Aborigines 

An  Australian  Geographical  Society 
expedition  visited  the  crater  tn  August, 
1948.  Holmes  quotes  this  account  of  the 
crater  and  its  setting  by  Journalist  Arthur 
Upflcld,  s member  of  the  expedition: 

“The  track  from  Hall's  Crsek  was  easy 
enough  to  follow  but  hard  on  the  truck  . . . 

"We  saw  our  objective  ...  a long  low 
ridge  of  golden  rock  resting  on  s greyish 
green  swell. 

"As  the  truck  could  not  go  further,  w* 
set  off  on  foot.  Everywhere  for  miles  there 
is  no  rock  formation  near  the  eatth’s 
surface  save  that  one  long  upthrust  of 
yellow  Ironstone  away  across  the  plain 
ahead  of  ua.  There  were  only  two  sand 
dunes,  some  10  feet  high,  one  stretching 
to  Infinity. 

"We  arrived  on  the  summit  of  the  crater 
and  st4X)d  on  the  rim  of  a completely  btr- 
eular  wall  of  loose  rock,  having  uniform 
height.  Within  the  bowl  the  floor  is  al- 
most flat  and  probably  a hundred  feel 
below  the  level  of  the  jHoln  outside.  Upon 
It  grow  the  some  splnnlfex  and  some 
sparse  scrub  whkh  thrive  upon  the  vast 
expanse  of  flat  country  extending  btjrond 
the  eastern  and  southern  hoiiaons. 

"Although  Andy  and  Stumpy  (the  two 
Abortfflnal  guides)  bod  never  before  stood 
on  the  wall  and  rased  down  Into  the  per- 
fectly formed  bowl,  they  showed  no 
anxiety.  It  was  obvious  the  place  had  no 
slgnlfleance  In  their  tribal  legends." 

Holmes  said  there  may  be  another 
meteoric  crater  In  the  area.  Be  reeesmted : 
“Robert  Way.  now  71,  told  me  bow  wtien 
he  was  appointed  observer  at  Boll's  Greek 
In  1901.  he  saw  a huge  fiery  mam  streaking 
across  the  heavens  eouthsrard  le  the

The  end  of  the  third  eeaslon  of  the 
Axsecnbly  of  the  United  Nations  pro- 
vides a suitable  occasion  for  taking 
atock  of  lU  achievemetita.  It  oaonot  be 
pieeded  that  It  is  sUIl  too  early.  Nor  la  K 
ytl,  fosttmately,  too  late. 

Comparlsona  with  the  defunct  League  of 
Nations  are  bound  lo  mgtvst  thtmselvea 
In  the  agony  of  the  war  there  were 
many  who  were  tncUntd  to  look  back 
reproachfully  upon  the  League  and  to 
feel  that  the  League  had  misled  them; 
that  they  had  relied  upon  the  League  and 
that  thv  League  had  let  them  down,  hod 
promised  peace  and  had  landed  them  in 
war. 

SUU  belitvlag  In  the  principle  of  world 
eo-operaUan.  such  people  eaid.  to  thoee 
da^s.  that  after  the  war  they  would  create 
a better  Leagqt. 

"A  League  with  teeth,"  wee  the  popular 
phrase,  by  which  was  meant  an  tolema- 
Uonai  bo^  which  should  be  able  to  Im- 
pooe  Its  authority  by  force  of  onns. 

Ok'  FvriLK  Horu 
How  uajusUAed  wan  each  reproachesi 
How  futile  such  hopas  have  prot^  to  bel 
It  was  not  the  League  that  let  down 
the  naUeiu.  bat  the  uatidcis  that  let  down 
the  Laaguv. 

It  was  not  because  they  relied  epon  the 
League  that  they  stumbled  into  war.  but 
because  they  retused  to  rely  upon  the 
League. 

In  the  greaUst  of  prewar  ertses  which 
ended  disastrously  at  Mualoh,  aUhoagh 


the  Assembly  nf  the  Leagite  was  actually 
sitting  at  the  time.  Its  existence  was  com- 
pletely Ignored. 

And  with  what  sort  of  teeth  has  the 
now  International  organization  been  fur- 
nished? If  U hu  any  at  all.  the  only 
visible  use  of  them  Is  for  snarling  In  anger 
and  gnaohlng  In  Impotence. 

1 was  a supporter  of  the  old  League.  I 
am  sorry  lo  think  of  the  hours  and  the 
energy  1 wasted  addressing  audiences  all 
over  the  country  In  Its  support. 

SoepUcoi  fricuds  would  sotneUmes  ask 
lue  whether  1 rtoUy  beUtved  to  it,  to’ 
which  I replied  that  It  was  not  a matter  to 
which  faith  was  tovolvtd.  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  have  faith  to  the  fire  brigade  to 
order  to  be  to  favor  of  Its  •fforts  to  ex- 
tinguish flrea 

AGAINST  CONFUCT8 

1 was  against  war.  and  owing  to  our 
rcfiisal  to  enter  Into  firm  alliances  with 
powerful  foreign  countiiet  nothli^  eouM 
preeervv  us  from  war  except  the  sucosm 
of  the  League  of  NaUons.

facade  with  nuthing  behind  It  but  wind. 

It  was  then  that  the  League  did  pcolUve 
harm,  because  many  of  the  Ignorant  con- 
tliuied  to  believe  in  11  long  after  ihoae 
who  were  rv.sponxlble  for  the  world's  af- 
fairs had  shown  that  they  fell  coihtog 
for  it  but  contempt.

The  "Oewevm 
aunoopherv."  as  It  was  called,  was  some- 
thing  as  real  as  It  was  roiu.

London  (Nana).  — a day  or 
so  ago  1 was  given  these 
statistics:  "German  rubble 
created  during  the  war  would  build 
a wall  60  feet  high  and  60  feet  wide, 
for  600  miles,  all  the  way  from  the 
Alps  to  Denmark.

1 was  really  impressed  by  the  sym- 
pathetic vision  of  the  architects 
and  builders.  They  have  broken 
away  ftum  the  ghastly  ribbon  de- 
velopmtot  which  was  ruining  Brit- 
ain In  the  Inler-war  years.  The 
ribbons  of  small  boxllke  housea 
stretched  fur  countless  miles  along 
the  sides  of  main  roads  leading  out 
of  the  cities.  The  homes  were  an 
advance  In  design  upon  Victorian 
ones,  but  they  were  compieiely 
soulless. 

PLANNED  PROJECTS 

The  plans  today— which  are  often 
laid  out  In  conjunction  with  Uie 
ministry  of  town  and  country 
planning— envisaged  not  only  new 
towru.  but  the  building'  of  new 
houses  la  well-planned  estates  of 
great  apartmeni  blocks  arranged  In 
the  same  way.  and  not  haphazardly 
run  up  Just  anywhere  and  how. 

For  example  1 have  seen  one  vast 
apartment  project  at  Stoke  Newing- 
ton. one  of  London’s  crowded  dreary 
distrtcla.  This  estate  Is  already 
quite  near  completion.  It  Is  one  of 
the  largest  to  be  developed  by  the 
London  County  Council.  Here,  Im- 
posing eight-story  blocks,  which 
will  house  about  6,600  people  (1,600 
families)  are  set  In  what  looks  like 
an  old  English  pork.  The  lovely  toll 
trees  ore  oil  carefully  preserved. 
There  are  to  be  pools  and  lakes, 
gardens  and  playgrounds,  schools, 
community  and  welfare  centres, 
stores,  a health  clinic,  public  library, 
estate  public  houses  <tnns),  boby- 
carrlage  sheds,  a big  tenant’s 
workshop  and  a promenade  with 
ornamental  gardens  along  the  new 
river  which  bounds  the  estate  on 
one  side.  Besides  the  eight  and  five- 
story  apartment  blocks,  the  estate 
will  also  Include  two-story  cottages 
and  others  designed  specially  to 
meet  the  need  of  old  folks. 

For  once  the  lower-income  groups 
will  be  able  to  enjoy  central  heating, 
hot  water  and  elevators  through- 
out the  buildings.  Flat  roofs  for 
sun-bathing  are  a feature,  as  are 
private  balconies,  and  special 
laundry  drying  rooma

Still  Believe 
U.S.  a Colony 

LONDON  (UP).— America  Is  a 
British  colony,  according  to  S per 
cent  of  people  Interviewed  In  a 
British  Colonial  Office  survey  of 
public  opinion. 

Some  2,000  adults  In  Britain  were 
Interviewed  "to  aid  the  Colonial 
Office  in  framing  an  Information 
policy  of  realistic  nature." 

Twenty-four  per  cent  thought 
roost  colonial  Inhabitants  were 
white:  22  p4r  cent  thought  the  col- 
onies paid  taxes  to  support  Britain, 
and  25  per  cent  knew  no  difference 
between  colonies  and  Dominions. 

The  Colonial  Office  commented: 
"The  Britiah  people's  knowledge  Is 
sketchy  and  inadequate  In  the 
extreme." 


ELLINOTON.  N.Z.  (CP).— 
Plans  are  being  made  for 
a referendum  this  year  to 
determine  hours  for  the  sa]e  of 
liquor  In  New  Zealand.  The  refer- 
endum will  provide  the  options  of 
continuing  the  present  system  of 
closing  all  hotel  bars  at  6 p m.  or  of 
extending  the  hours  until  10  pm. 
with  a closed  period  earlier  In  the 
day.  V 

Licensing  hours  have  long  been 
a controversial  subject.  Many  con- 
demn the  present  system  as  anti- 
social and  conducive  to  drunken- 
ness. Bars  are  open  for  only  10 
minutes  a day  after  the  majority  of 
people  slop  work.  Consequently 
many  patrums  spend  the  time  In  a 
determined  effort  to  consume  aa 
much  liquor  as  possible  before  clos- 
ing time.  Critics  also  object  to  the 
fact  that  only  men  are  permitted 
In  bars. 

Any  change  In  the  system  Is 
strongly  opposed  by  temperance 
societies  and  by  many  women.  The 
latter  maintain  that  evening  hours 
will  keep  men  away  from  home 
while  they  are  left  to  mind  the  chil- 


dren. Tempersmee  Inleresta  say 
patrons  will  go  on  drinking  as  long 
as  the  bars  are  open. 

The  bill  before  Parliament  also 
provides  for  redistribution  of  liquor 
licences  for  hotels  and  for  the 
creation  of  certain  limlled  typea  of 
licences  for  clubs,  entertainment 
and  other  purposes.  Under  the  pres- 
ent system  there  Is  a city  of  30, (MO 
people  which  has  only  two  licensed 
hotels  In  the  city  proper,  while 
small  hamlets  In  the  formerly 
populous  guld-mlnlng  districts  re- 
tain os  many  os  13  hotels.  Redis- 
tribution of  these  hotel  licences  on 
a population  basis  has  been  blocked 
In  the  post  largely  by  temperance 
opposition. 

Similarly  many  clubs  and  other 
social  bodies  have  been  prevented 
from  obtaining  licences  to  serve 
liquor,  resulting  in  widespread  Il- 
legal practices.  Practically  all  golf 
clubs,  for  Instance,  maintain  a 
"19th  hole"  where  membera  can 
obtain  a drink,  but  the  practice  U 
against  the  law  and  police  raids  are 
made  periodically  and  the  clubs 
fined.

Time  to  Call  Halt  to  Russia’s  Treatment  of  British  Affairs 


By  LORD  VANSITTART 


I SERVED  all  sorts  of  Oovern- 
menU  for  nearly  40  years  and 
I came  to  the  conclusion  that 
they  oU  at  times  take  leave  of  their 
senses. 

The  time  may  be  very  short;  the 
leave  may  be  modest  and  curUlled, 
but  they  take  It. 

‘Hiere  are,  however.  Instances 
when  the  leave  U prolonged  and 
•erlous. 

We  are  confronted  with  one  or 
two  such  Instances  today,  although 
the  public  has  been  allowed  to  re- 
main In  blissful  Ignorance  of  them. 

One  example  1 have  already  and 
repeatodly  raised  In  the  House  of 
lx)rdi.  The  Government  fully  rec- 
ognises the  disgraceful  manner  In 
which  British  subjects  and  Biitlsh 
* Interests  are  being  treated  behind 
the  Iron  Curtain. 

It  Is,  however,  obsessed  by  the 
notion  that  action  In  these  matters 
Is  **«ngerous  In  other  words  that  It 
might)  lead  on,  through  a series  of 
graver  consequences,  to  war. 

That  is  exactly  the  reverse  of  the 
truth.  The  official  atUlode  is  on 
hoUuclnaUon.  A return  to  firmness 
and  sanity  Is  long  overdue,  for  it 
Is  on  the  contrary  obstinate  In- 
action which  is  really  dangerous. 

The  more  we  allow  ourselves  to  be 
kicked  around — and  that  Is  what 
Is  rtow  continually  happening— the 
more  easily  do  tyrants  like  Hitler 
Mid  Stalin  persuade  themselves  that 
sre  con  be  kicked  for  ever  and 
with  iinpuolVy. 


Thus  these  megalomaniac  dic- 
tators gradually  force  theroselvea 
Into  postures  of  aggression  from 
which  there  Is  no  retreat. 

The  Government'  again  oeems 
haunted  by  the  erroneous  notion 
that  there  Is  nothing  between  pas- 
sivity and  war.  Vhat  again  is  an 
hallucination. 

If  it  were  true  one  might  as  well 
at  once  shut  up  the  Foreign  Office 
and  all  our  embassies  and  missions 
abroad,  because  Foreign  Offices 
and  diplomatic  representation  alike 
only  exist  to  devise  means  of  pres- 
sure short  of  war.  That  is  why  it 
ia  called  the  Foreign  Office  and 
not  the  War  Office. 

We  have  moreover  to  consider 
today  another  cose  which  requires 
urgent  correction.  When  the  peace 
treaties  were  made  with  Russia’s 
marionette  states.  Bulgaria,  Ru- 
mania, Hungary.  I warned  the  Gov- 
ernment In  the  House  of  Lords  that 
these  treaties  would  certainly  not 
be  observed,  and  that  they  were 
Indeed  being  broken  even  before 
they  hod  been  ratified. 

This  is,  of  course,  exactly  what 
has  happened.  These  treaties  ore 
a Ballsier  mockery. 

I cay  "sinister"  because  one  of 
the  chief  Infrtngereents  of  the 
treaties  has  occurred  In  the  matter 
of  mliltoiy  strength. 

They  ore  oU  going  for  beyond 
their  authorloed  numbers  In  order 
that  they  may  be  drilled  and  dis- 
rlpUned  into  imie  loidlar* 


boys,  who  will  go  and  get  killed 
whenever  Stalin  decides  that  the 
moment  has  come  for  the  eopldus 
use  of  cannon-fodder. 

We  may  not  be  able  to  prevent 
these  Infringements  directly, 
though  we  could  easily  take  action 
in  the  cose  of  Albania,  and.  with 
equal  ease,  considerable  economic 
action  In  the  cose  of  YugoBlavla.  ■ 
There  Is,  however,  one  counter- 
vailing step  which  we  con  and  must 
lake  without  delay. 

By  this  some  series  of  treaties 
Italy  was  moat  drastically  disarmed 
—Indeed,  a great  deal  too  for  dis- 
armed. 

Italy,  unlike  the  Soviet  satellites, 
has  kept  her  obligations.  She  has 
therefore  got  wholly  Insufficient 
forces  to  cope  simultaneously  with 
a Communist  insurrection  in  Italy 
and  Yugoftiav  aggression  on  her 
northeastern  frontier. 

(By  the  way,  Yugoslavia  has  on 
army  three  times  os  large  os  con 
be  possibly  necessary  for  peaceful 
purposes,  unless,  of  coarse,  she  is 
invaded  by  Russia  and  her  more 
subservient  Jackals.) 

Now  We  wont  Italy  to  be,  and  to 
be  os  early  os  possible,  on  effective 
member  of  Western  Union.  It  is 
absolutely  Indispensable  to  that 
Union  that  Italy  should  feel  herself 
strong  enough  both  at  hmne  and 
abroad  to  Join  it  without  fear  of 
being  disrupted  from  within  and 
bullied  Horn  without. 

Blnce  none  of  Italy’s  neighbors 
and  enemies  has  ever  dreamed  of 
iimty  oboarvanca.  R is  utur  foUf 


for  Britain.  France,  and  the  United 
Slates  to  hold  Italy  to  her  under- 
takings. 

Italy  mtut  now  be  liberated  from 
them,  and  If  (he  official  world  Is 
too  strangled  In  red  tape  to  give 
the  sign  to  the  ItoJlan  Ooverrunent, 
British  public  opinion  must  gel  be- 
hind this  plain-speaking  and  plain 
common  sense  and  give  Us  own 
authority  to  the  Italian  Oovem- 
menl  to  go  ahead. 

The  matter  is  a serious  one.  Lei 
me  give  you  one  Ulustraiton.  During 
the  recent  cool  strike  in  Prance— 
which,  of  course,  was  fostered  and 
subsidized  by  Soviet  agents  and 
Soviet  funds  — grave  oltuaUaos 
arose  In  various  parts  of  France. 

The  worst  example  was  at  81 
Etienne.  The  French  Oovemment 
hod  to  oend  atrong  (orcea  there.  If 
the  aame  altuatlon  hod  been  re- 
produced all  over  France  the  French 
Oovemment  would  not  have  hod 
sufficient  troopa  to  go  round,  and 
there  would  have  been  the  devil 
to  pay. 

The  altuoUon  In  Francs  has  now 
much  Improved  and  the  Oovem- 
ment forces  ore  steadily  Increasing. 
We  must  not.  however,  close  our 
eyes  to  a narrow  escape,  which  the 
British  public  never  realised.

If  we  continue  our  unthinking 
rigidities  we  shall  soon  be  doing 
something  even  more  obviously 
Insane.  Under  the  peace  treaty  Italy 
was  obligated  to  hand  over  a num- 
ber of  warships  to  Russia. 

Up  to  the  present  she  has  wisely 
put  off  doing  so.  but  a 34.IM0‘ton 
battleship  Is  now  in  process  of 
transfer.  Holy  has  been  strongly 
pressed  In  the  maQer,  and,  to  put 
It  mildly,  we  have  done  nothing  to 
diminish  the  pressure.  We  should 
do  so  forthwith. 

Soviet  Russia  bos  never  fulfilled 
on  obligation  In  her  life.  Once  more, 
Hiller  and  Stalin  ore  twins  In  this 
respect.  What  earthly  right,  then, 
has  Soviet  Russia  to  expect  that 
everyone  eloe  should  always  fulfil 
Inaty  obligations  towards  her? 

Italy  should  not  hand  oxer  a 
single  ton  of  shipping  to  Russia.  If 
she  does,  she  will  be  committing  a 
crime  against  Western  Union  and 
Western  clvHlaatlon.  She  will  be 
unlntenUonally  helping  the  Krem- 
lin's visible  WOT  preparations. 

If  Uie  British  Oovemment  will 
not  lake  It  upon  Itself  to  my  this 
to  the  Italian  Oovemment,  let  the 
British  poblie  toks  core  of  Itself 
and  notify  the  Italian  public  that 
In  present  clrcumstonees  we  should 
regard  any  such  transfer  of  war 
vesoels  to  our  enemies  os  on  un- 
friendly ad

Find  Miocene 
Skull  in  Kenya 

LONDON  (CP).  — The  British 
Museum  has  the  skull  of  a prehis- 
toric ape.  which  experts  believe  will 
have  on  Important  bearing  on  the 
theory  of  evolution.  EBtlmated  to 
be  20.000.000  years  old,  It  Is  the  first 
complete  skull  of  the  Miocene  pe- 
riod ever  found. 

The  skull  was  discovered  last 
jOctober  by  the  British  Kenya 
^Miocene  expedlUon,  during  exca- 
vating work  on  a small  Island  In 
Lake  Victoria.  Dr.  Leakey,  leader 
of  the  expedition,  said  the  import- 
ance of  the  find  lies  In  the  fact  that 
the  skull  shows  marked  near- 
human features,  which  It  Is  gen- 
erally con.ddered  did  not  develop 
In  apes  until  many  million  years 
later. 

‘The  discovery  was  made  by  Dr. 
Leakey's  wife,  who  took  the  skull 
by  air  from  Nairobi  to  Londcxi. 

The  skull  is  of  the  genus  of  ape 
known  os  Proconsul  and  Is  com- 
pletely fosslUzed.  Numerous  frag- 
ments of  Miocene  ape  have  been. 
found  In  the  past,  but  this  Is  the 
first  time  so  complete  a skull  has 
been  found  In  Africa  or  any  other 
country.

LONDON  (Reuters). -"BUly"  BuU 
Un.  Britain's  46-year-old  holiday 
camp  and  entertainment  kbig.  has 
returned  home  with  the  deeds  of  a 
new  Butlln  empire  overseas. 

He  told  me  recently  of  hts  plans  to 
develop  three  big  West  todlan  en- 
terprUes  In  which  he  is  sinking 
over  £2,(M0.000  ($8,000,000).  Dollara 
from  this  empire  will  flow  to  Brit- 
ain. helping  bridge  Us  dollar  gap 
<_ynd  adding  to  the  earnings  which 
have  made  Butlln  one  of  Brtlolna 
leading  millionaires. 

Butlln,  South  Afrlcan-bon^  weni 
to  Canada  with  his  parenu  wnen  ha 
was  14'years  old.  He  enlisted  In  tha 
Canadian  Atmy  at  IS  and  worked 
for  a Toronto  department  alorg 
after  the  Great  Wax  in  1921  ha 
came  to  Britain  and  began  hla 
career  to  the  entertainment  field 
as  a carnival  barker. 

In  his  West  End  office  BUly  But- 
lln—short,  round-faced,  half  hidden 
behind  a giant  desk — does  not  seem 
to  measure  up  to  some  of  BrUoln's 
pioneers  of  the  post.  This  Unprro- 
adon  soon  disappears  when  he  ba- 
gins  to  talk. 

He  speaks  quietly  and  precisely 
and  everything  he  says  Is  the  prod- 
uct of  a keen  mind.  He  slicks  to 
facts  and  rarely  digresses. 

'There  are  among  the  quallUea 
which  have  brought  him  succeaa 
and  made  him  almost  a legend  in 
Britain.  He  has  gathered  round 
him  a talented  team  of  executives 
and  an  organUaUon  with  wlda 
ramifications  and  big  resourcoo. 
With  these  Ingredients.  BUly  BuUIa 
la  confident  of  his  ability  to  turn 
his  West  Indian  concerns  into 
money  makers. 

The  first  is  already  open— tha 
super-luxury  Port  Montague  Beoeb 
Hotel  at  Nassau,  Bahamas.  "It  is 
booked  up  for  about  three  months 
and  about  90  per  cent  of  the  visitors 
wUl  be  spending  dollars."  Butlln 
said.  The  hotel.  60  acres  of  lawns, 
lakes  and  tropical  flora  cost  him 
$2,400,000. 

A second  hotel,  the  Princess.  In 
Bermuda,  will  open  next  month. 
This  Includes  a "cottage  colony  " of 
private  suites  In  separate  bulldlngo, 
BuLlln  paid  $2,000,000  for  It  and 
anticipates  that  it  will  prove  a big 
dollar -earner. 

The  third  new  enterprise,  and 
the  most  spectacular,  Is  the  "Vaca- 
tion VUlfl^e"  now  being  built  on  a 
mlle-wlde  coral  Island  at  Grand 
Bahama.  Butlln  bought  3.000  acres 
and  took  on  option  on  another  20.- 
000.  He  sent  out  30  British  workers 
to  lead  a team  mobilised  from 
among  the  700  locaf  Inhabitants  who 
have  hitherto  had  the  Island  to 
themselves. 

When  completed  the  village  will 
accommodate  2,000  hollday-makert. 
Butlln  has  set  January  1,  1960.  as 
the  opening  date.  Then  he  plana 
to  fly  In  the  first  of  the  United 
States  and  Canadian  visitors  who, 
he  hopes.  wUl  provide  Britain  wllb 
another  $1,000,000  a month. 

"1  osUmate  that  76  per  cent  of 
those  holidaying  at  Grand  Bahama 
will  be  Americans  and  the  other  2S 
per  cent  Canadians."  Butlln  said. 
They  will  each  pay  $100  a week  and, 
with  the  amourrt  they  spend  ta 
the  shops,  i expect  monthly  earn- 
ings to  reach  ateul  $1.000  000 

"All  the  money  we  are  spending 
on  these  projects  Is  In  sterling  and 
almost  all  the  earnings  will  be  la 
dollars,  so  they  should  play  a valu- 
able part  In  Brltlah  recovei^. 


Communist  Letter  Creates 
Sensation  in  New  Zealand

ELLINGTON.  NZ.  (CP).— 
Release  of  photostatle 
copies  of  documents  In  the 
public  service  wages  disputes  to  the 
press  by  Acting  Prime  Minister 
Walter  Naah,  as  evidence  of  Com- 
munist technique  In  tormenting  in- 
dustrial unrest,  has  created  a sen- 
sation In  New  Zealand. 

Nash  handed  to  the  preas  coplea 
of  a letter  which,  he  said,  was 
written  by  Cecil  Holmes,  a Com- 
munist employed  by  the  National 
Film  Unit,  to  the  national  president 
of  the  Public  Service  Association, 
J.  P.  Lrwln,  setting  out  the  methods 
to  be  used  at  a stop-work  meeting 
of  film  unit  amployeea  which  Lewln 
was  to  oddreu. 

The  letter  also  set  out  ■ resolution 
condemning  the  Oovemment's  ac- 
tion in  the  wages  dispute  and  de- 
manding a wage  IncreosJ.  Nosh  also 
produced  copies  of  a driR  resolu- 
tion embodying  the  points  mode  in 
the  Holmes  letter.  The  rsooluUon, 
be  sold,  was  in  Lewln's  handwriting. 

BITPFORT  NAKB  CLAIM 

The  press  throughout  New  Zea- 
land supported  Noah's  claim  that  hir^ 
hod  produced  a fuliy-documenled 
example  of  Communist  methods  in 
seeking  to  use  trade  union  ofneiois 
to  achieve  their  own  ends. 

First  reaction  come  from  Lewis, 
who  oaid  that  no  stop-work  meet- 
ing was  held  by  the  film  unit.  The 
reason,  he  told,  was  that  he  hod 
personally  dlseuoded  thoee  who  hod 
directed  to  convene  the  meeting 
from  proceeding.  Instead  a lunch- 
hour  meeting  was  held  at  which  be 
explained  why  the  etop-work  meet- 
ing would  have  been  unwise.

SMEAR  MF.'niODS  ALLEGED 
'The  executive  alleged  that  tha 
announcement  hod  been  mode  in 
on  effort  to  smear  Its  leaden  and 
to  distract  attention  from  the  Oov- 
eniment'e  refusal  to  bring  public 
service  wages  Into  line  with  those 
ruling  ouUlde  the  aervlce. 

Meanwhile  Holmes,  a former 
naval  officer  who  held  a probation- 
ary appointment  os  a director  In  the 
National  Film  Unit,  was  suspended 
by  the  Public  Service  Commlssloa, 
and  hie  appointment  was  subse- 
quently annulled.  He  demanded  to 
know  how  the  ocllng  prime  min- 
ister come  Into  poasesalcm  of  the 
documents  and  for  what  reason  his 
appointment  hod  been  annulled. 

TO  PURSUE  COURSE 
Nosh  onnouncMl  that  "publica- 
tion of  the  documents  to  expose  the 
methods  employed  to  foeter  dis- 
content within  the  public  service 
^wUl  not  in  any  way  deflect  the 
Oovemment  from  pursuing  lie 
eourae  to  ensure  iJtat  the  pubJe 
servants  will  be  given  a full  and 
ImpurUoJ  hearing  of  their  cUlmo. 
The  publication  of  the  documents 
was  nccesoary  to  that  the  public 
service  and  the  public  should  know 
what  was  being  done  to  create 
diasaUsfoeUon.'* 

Nosh  sold  the  finding  of  the  docu- 
ments was  reported  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  police  who  sent  them  to 
him.  Ihe  Fuhlic  Service  Commio- 
Sion  stated  that  public  eervonU  hod 
been  warned  that  obatnUng  them- 
selves from  duty  to  bold  stop-worR
